saction of this country to rest upon 


We tire a debtor nation, and, al- 


though the balance of trade has been 
n our favor for a number of years 
at the rate of more than four million 
dollars per annum. It does not pay the 
nt»rest and dividends on what. se- 
curities the foreigners hold against us, 
and as we cannot spare the gold to 
pay the difference, we pay it with 
more Interest bearing securities 
The 


following Items of 
New York news 


published in the San Francisco Gold 
Standard Press of recent dates, show 
about where we are at 


The successful sale abroad of a large 


alock of Rhode Island bonds and a. fair 
amount of the New York Central bonds 
have supplied the banks with bills to 
pay off maturity debts abroad. 


It is manifest that New York bank- 


ers have been able to negotiate addi- 
tional loans In foreign markets as well 
as to obtain extensions on maturity 
loans. 


The foreign exchange requirements 


will diaw large amounts of gold from 
our market upon any relaxation of 
money rates. 


Now let as take a glance as some 


of the financial conditions In 
Great 


Britain and see why they are so an- 
xious for the United States to stick 
to the gold standard 
Great Britain 


is a creditor nation. 
The people of 


that nation hold such an enormous 
amount of securities against America, 
Asia and Africa* that the adverse bal- 
ance of trade of from 1500,000,000 to 
$800,000,000 per yeai does not equal 
the Interest on what foreigners owe 
them and they are continually In- 
creasing their holdings of 
interest 


bearing securities 
And as these se- 


curities call 
for many times 
the 


amount of gold that is in use 
as 


money in the entire world, it enables 
them to paralyze the fin inces of any 
debtor nation and force them to aclopt 
the gold standard in order to get an 
extension of credit 


Compound 'interest 
and the gold 


standard has enabled a few thousand 
shrewd financiers to keep the balance 
of mankind in hopeless bondage, and 
as long as we adheie to the gold stan- 
dard and concede that the security 
holders ha\e a right to demand gold 
for principal and interest on outstand- 
ing obligations we gl\e them a power 
that is supreme and all financial tran- 
sactions are at their mercy, for the 
simple reason that there is not enough 
gold In the world, that is used as 
money, to pay 3 per celit of outstand- 
ing Interest bearing obligations, and 
any extensive contraction of credit is 
immediately followed by financial dis- 
aster that paralyzes all kinds of busi- 
ness, enhances the value of gold anc 
depreciates the commercial value of 
everything else.

district, although

Homestake has been one of the few 
dividend-paying mines of that state 
during the last few years.

There has been a great change In the 


cities (for formerly one was justified 
n calling them cities) of White Pine 
county. Hamilton and Treasure City, 
ach of which had over 10,000 popu- 
atlon, with fire departments, banks, 
xpress offices and large stores, are 
now practically deserted. There Is no 
money in either place to bank, nor 
anything to express. The mines are 
shut down and the population has 
drifted away. Yet there are residents 
here, who have held on in spite of 
everything, hoping for some resurrec- 
lon of a camp. Without capital them- 
selves, they have been unable to do 
much more than hog-root their claims. 
They have been unable to Interest out- 
side capital. Their faith, however, re- 
mains supreme, nor does It seem un- 
Ikely that a camp which had such 
bonanzas, and In which the surface has 
been barely scratched, should again 
pioduce large quantities of the rich 
le which made the place famous, and 
c.iused the wild rushes of 1868 and 
1869. 
If we heard today of a locality 


which produced $1,750,000 from 750 
tons of ore, many of those who are now 
nvadlng Alaska or Tonopah would be 
turned that way, even If It were known 
at the time that there was no more 
ore in sight. This pocket was not the 
only one or the richest found. Ore, 
doubtless stolen from the mine, com- 
manded a ready sale at $5 per pound. 
()f course in those days silver was $1.29 
I>or ounce, but even at the low price 
now obtaining the rich chlorides would 
bilng a higher price In the market 
than the gold-silver ores of Tonopah 


Then again there 
are 
other re- 


sources, which were not developed In 
the early days. Base ores In what Is 
known as the Base Range were not 
maikPtable at that tlme.nor could they 
be treated on the spot 
The veins 


while comparati\ely small as far as 
developed, carry high-grade lead and 
copper ores, containing silver to 
a 


considerable value, with no gold, how- 
ever 


With the present activity In min- 


ing it would seem a pity that a min- 
ing resion with the iccord that histori- 
cal interest that White Pine possesses, 
should be entirely neglected. We be- 
lieve, however, that this district will 
not ah\ay remain as idle as It is to-

It 
was the omission of this provision from the first Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty that was the main cause «f il* rejection, 
whiih postponed the treaty with Nicaragua and! Costa 
Rica, and doubtless led to the- substitution of the Panama 
loute for that of Nicaragua, upon which the venerable Sen- 
ator from Alabama had set his heart. 


That the United States should hjrve the right to fortify 


nnd defend any canal which it constructs at so enormous 
n cost is too obi ious to admit of discussion. If it is not 
so fortified, then any naval power stronger than we are 
might seize and hold it itt time of war thus noCcnly de- 
pri\ing us of the naval advantage which1 *e hope to ac- 
quire by building the canal, but gain a trerWendoru advan- 
tage for itself by holding the watenv ay Ttiuilt' with our mon- 
ey. 


One of the strongest arguments' in favor of our con- 


structing an Inter-oceanic canal haa been the* naval con- 
sideration that it would enable us to move our warrfhips 
quickly from one ocean to the ottcer, and thus defend IscKh 
coasts of the United States wltlt a comparatively small 
navy. But if a maritime power already having a stronger 
navy than ours should seize the' eanat its acfvantage 
would be greatly Increased thereby. In short we wouM 
have simply strengthened the arm of*n enemy. This un- 
doubtedly is an Important matter, but tt Is not quite clear 
that th* treaty xUth Columbia shoulif be rejected ofl ac- 
count of tt.
